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By HEATHER DICKINSON 
Daily Titan 


raduation can be both alluring 

and frightening. It whispers 

seductive promises of freedom 
and a chance to carve out your own path 
to follow. At the same time, it is like 
stepping off a cliff, plunging into noth- 
ingness with no idea when, where or if 
you will ever land. 

For Chris Lowe, Associated Students 
president, the mixed feelings of gradua- 
tion, characterized by alternating bouts of 
self-doubt and cocky self-assurance, are 
no different than the feelings thousands 
of Cal State Fullerton graduates are 
experiencing. 

Lowe sits behind his desk in an office 
on the second floor of University Center 
systematically folding graduation 
announcements. He wears jeans and a 
navy blue polo shirt, unusual attire for 
Lowe, who is offen seen on campus in a 
tie and slacks, 

Behind him stands a taded American 
flag, which looks out of place in an oth- 
envise clean, cool, polished office. , 

“This flag has a lot of history.” Lowe 
says toa passerby who asks him why it 
has not been replaced with a newer, 
brighter flag. “And besides —- it costs 
too much to buy another one.” 

Lowe leans back and glances at the SQ 
announcement envelopes waiting to be 
addressed. They glare at him from the 
comer of his desk, a sharp reminder that 
commencement is creeping up quickly. 

In his kast weeks in office, Lowe is 
trying to balance school and work while 
searching for an answer to the looming 
question facing every griduate: What are 
you going to do with the rest of your lite? 

“Tdon't have aclue where ['m going 
to be ina year,” Lowe says. “T ve always 
done better than average and there are 
incredible expectuvions for me to suc 
ceed.” 

He wonders it he will look back on 
college as the best years of his fife — a 
haunting possibility for Lowe, who says 
he as never satistied with himself. 

“Yanadways 
teartul Pwon't 
achieve more 
than Uve 
achieved in the 
past” Lowe 
says.

Lowe was the 
first president in 
CSUF history to 
serve two con- 
secutive terms. 
He worked his 
way up the ranks 
from vice presi- 
dent of 
Statew ide 
Affairs to presi- 
dent; in between he was an active mem- 
ber of Sigma Nu and served as conuuller 
of Cal State Students Association. Lowe 
was also the first CSUF student to repre- 
sent all CSU students on the Board of 
Trustees as a student trustee. 

During his terms in office, Lowe car- 
ried a referendum giving the Athletic 
Department more money per student 
enrolled in the university. He created the 
position of director of advancement, that 
was filled by Mary Collins, who raised 
enough money for two AS-sponsored 
scholarships. Lowe also initiated the idea 
for a Titan monument, a bronze elephant 
to be placed in the quad, although it will 
not become a reality until some time in 
the future. 

But one of the major events in Lowe’s 
Iwo years as president took place ona 
personul level. He says he went through 
a three-fold change that made him re- 
evaluate his life. 

It began with a controversial cam- 
paign for his second term in office. After 
winning, he was disqualified for alleged 
campaign violations but was later found 
innocent of the charges and began his 
second year as president. 

President Milton Gordon met with 
Lowe shortly after the election to express 
his disapproval at what Gordon said was 
Lowe's lack of ethics during the cam- 
-paign.°”

their relationship after discovering he 
was simultaneously dating someone else.

Lowe says the capping moment in his 
wunsformation was a conversation with 
two of his long-time friends and room- 
mates, who gave him an honest assess - 
ment of his personatity. Lowe did not 
like the picture they presented. 

“Tt really scared me.” he says. “They 
said flied al the Gime, that Twas a 
weasel... it pissed me off and frightened 
me, in that order. 

“ft really made me think, because Hf 
you have all three (aspects in your life) 
saying, ‘Chris. you're bad.” you have to 
listen to it, You stop and sey, “Wait 
maybe they have something” 

Lowe, who says he used to see hon 
esty as something that could be sacri- 
ficed tor success, looks at this course Of 
events as a pivotal pomtin his lite.

“It's gotten me in trouble by trying to

Lowe says. He ponders his answer for a 
moment and the new Chris Lowe 
emerges: “I think people respect you a 
Jot more when you're up-front and hon- 
est” 

Friends and foes alike all agree on 
one thing: Lowe will be successful at 
whatever he decides to do. But staying 
on the high road is a goal Lowe contin- 
ues to hold onto. He says he has a long 
way to go and that convincing his 
friends of his change in the past year 
will be hard because they have known 
him for so long. But ex-roommate Rob- 
bie Robertson seems to be won over. 

“Tthink Chris has a lot more respect 
for himself now. ..he’s more mature, 
he’s changed a lotin the past couple of 
years.” “P would trust him with 
anything.” 

So maybe the biggest challenge for 
President Chris Lowe will not be con- 
vincing others he will graduate a differ- 
ent, more honest, more ethical person.

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Prop. 187 raised controversy 


= INITIATIVE: 
Students were moved, 
mostly against a 
proposal they 
deemed racist.

t was not too long ago when a 

I proposition shook California 
like an earthquake. 

Proposition 187, better known as 
the “Save Our State” initiative 
moved students, mostly against a 
proposal they deemed as racist. 

The initiative, which Governor 
Pete Wilson used as a major part of 
his campaign platform, denies 
immigrants all public services 
except emergency aid it calls for 
any student suspected to be in vio- 
lation of federal immigration laws 
to be turned over to the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Services. 

On Oct. 19 of last year, Jack 
Kemp, who at the time was a lead- 
ing Republican presidential candi- 
date for 1996, issued a statement 
denouncing Proposition 187 in 
front of the Richard M. Nixon 
Library in Yorba Linda, citing 
“fundamental flaws.” 

Kemp said the proposition bor- 
dered discrimination. He said he 
feared minorities will be targeted 
in public schools and that ‘tno 
name that has an Anglo origin is 
going to be challenged.” He 
blamed an ineffective INS and poor 
border control for the problem. 

One week later, a panel of 
experts from both sides of the issue 
debated the best way to address the 
problem. About 200 people 
attended the forum, held in the 
University Center.

Proposition

Jim Bieber, legislative aide for ~ 
Assemblyman Mickey Conroy (R- 
Orange), and Jesse Laguna of the 
Border Solution Task Force sup- 
ported the initiative. Bieber said 
the initiative, which stemmed from 
the frustration of citizens, would 
save billions of dollars in health 
care and educational funding. 

To support Bieber, Laguna said 
the initiative actually defends the 
rights of Mexican-Americans liv- 
ing in the United Sates legally. He 
added that they have to pay to sup- 
port illegal immigrants as well. 

By contrast, Nativo Lopez trom 
the Hermandad Mexicana Nacional 
and Elena Macias from Taxpayers 
Against [87, said the initiative 
would do nothing to solve the 
problem. They both said the initia- 
tive would cost California $15 bil- 
lion because it violates several fed- 
eral laws that control federal fund- 
ing to schools and hospitals. 

Lopez said the proposition 
would create a state with no estab- 
lished criteria for determining who 
is an illegal immigrant. Macias 
added the initiative was backed by 
a lobbyist for uhe Pioneer Fund, an 
organization she described as 
“white supremacist group.” 

At the time, surveys showed a 
growing opposition towards the 
initiative. During a } 7-day span, a 
poll conducted by the Terrence 
Group showed a decrease in différ- 
ence from [8 percent to only 4 per 
cent (46-42) for the proposition. 
Campus activity was indicative of 


the poll. 

A majority of those at the Oct. 
26 forum addressed the issue of 
discrimination and invasion of pri- 
vacy, which they perceived to be 
personal threats, Other students 
changed their stand and instead 
decided against it. They questioned 
its constitutionality and its validity. 

The Associated Students Board 
joined the rally against the proposi- 
tion by passing a resolution for- 
mally opposing it. 

On Nov. 2, more than 800 
Orange County residents and stu- 
dents at all levels (elementary to 
college) flooded Fullerton College 


> to rally against Proposition 187. 


The protest was part of a series of 
events that occurred in the Los 
Angeles and San Diego areas. 

Proposition [87 was approved 
by California voters on Nov. 8 but 
sul met strong resistance. The fol- 
lowing morning, the first of many 
lawsuits was filed. San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge Stuart Pol- 
lack issued a temporary restraining 
order stating that no one can bar a 
child from school based on the 
immigration Stilys of either the 
child or the parents. 

The suit was filed by a group of 
plaintiffs including the Los Ange- 
les Unified Schoo! District, as well 
as the Sacramento and San Fran- 
cisco school districts. 

In January, as a result of a court 
dectsion, the CSU system began 
notifying illegal immigrant stu- 
dents that their status was being 
changed to non-resident status 
incurring with ita substantial 
increase in tues. Effective in Fall 
1995, undocumented immigrants 
will pay up to $7,000 more than 
the fees paid this year

“I try whenever possible to 
buy my books elsewhere just 
because of their prices,” she 
said. 

Local bookstores like the 
Little Professor in Placentia 
gave students an alternative 
that saved 2 percent over the 
bookstore's reduced prices, 
according to the Little Protes- 
sor’s manager, Cindy Peters. 

“We always try to be lower 
than Titan Shops,” Peters said. 

Pricing was not the only 
problem encountered at the 
campus bookstore. Availability 
of texts was another major con- 
cern, especially for faculty 
members. 

The majority of instructors 
in the English Department 
decided to take their orders to 
off-campus locations, such as 
the Little Professor and Book- 
star.

ing steps to solve what has become a 
national embarrassment.” 

He said the goal of the board is not to 
eliminate remedial education but cut the 
need for such a high number of classes. 


Pesqueira said there is no‘excuse for 
students who have gone through 12 
years of public -chool to be unprepared. 

“We, as a system, will define the para- 
meters we will work with,” he said. “An 
evolution has got to take place.” 

Sonoma State is a step ahead of the 
system with its aggressive plan to cut 
remedial classes. They have increased 
admission standards by raising the 
required grade-point average, and they 
have also changed math courses to incor- 
porate problem solving and information 
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CSUF was going against the system- 
wide trend to cut down the number of 
classes by adding a remedial program. 

Pesqueira said he was hopeful the 
CSUs could work with high schools, 
community colleges and the University 
of California to cut down the number of 
students coming into college without 
basic skills in English and math.

housands of Southeast Asians 

fled their homeland in 1975 to 

escape the aftermath of the 
Vietnam War with hardly more than 
the clothes they were wearing. 

Many of them were crammed onto 
ships without enough food or knowing 
their destinations. 

“The only thing on my mind was to 
get out of Vietnam,” said Pho Van 
Pham, a refugee who wound up in 
Orange County. “I didn’t know where 
I was being taken.” 

Pham was one of more than 50,000 
who arrived at Camp Pendleton, the 
temporary home for refugees located 
in Camp Cristianitos, south of San 
Clemente. 

Cal State Fullerton hosted a three- 
part series of events this semester to 
celebrate the 20th anniversary of life 
in Orange County for Vietnamese, 
Cambodian, Laotian and Hmong 
refugees. 

“The First 20 Years” was coordi- 
nated by faculty from various depart- 
ments including communications, art, 
anthropology, engineering and com- 
puter science. 

The main event March |7 high- 
lighted Southeast Asian refugee 
achievements with performances by 
Cambodian dancers, a photo exhibit, 
panel discussions and the grand open- 
ing of a museum exhibit displaying 
more than 200 artifacts collected from 
the Vietnamese community.

“What a richness of history, tradi- 
tions and experiences these people 
have brought us,”’ said keynote speaker 
James Freeman. 

University professors, Southeast 
Asian professionals, bilingual special- 
ists and media professionals recog- 
nized the accomplishments of refugees 
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and respected within the department. He 
said Kays had many friends and was sad 
the situation happened the way it did. 

“Tt’s an unfortunate situation. It left a 
lot of people in the department sad,” 
Huffman said. 

L.A. Salsa official Rick Davis was 
originally unaware of the complaint filed 
against Kays. Davis, general manager of 
the L.A. Salsa, said at the time he didn’t 
know how much of the money taken 
actually belonged to the organization. 

According to Bob Baker, Public 
Safety has selected Ed Ball as the new 
parking manager. Baker, who was 
appointed interim parking manager, said 
Ball’s first day on the job was Monday, 
Aug. 22. Baker served as parking man- 
ager since Sept. 13, 1994. : 

Kays plead guilty to one charge of 
grand theft on March 1, 1995. He was 
sentenced to serve 300 days in the 
Orange County Jail.

Eldridge Cleaver speak on their 
experiences as members of the 
Black Panther Party. 

Seale said the Black Panther’s 
objective was to put the civil rights 
movement on “the cutting edge, 
organize the community and unite 
the people.’ He added they were 
simply fed up with the racist treat- 
ment. 
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/ “We were sick and tired of the 


racism being practiced in our com- 
munity,” Seale said. ‘‘And we were 
tired of being sick and tired.” 
Cleaver encouraged people to 

study their history and not be 
afraid to confront it. 

i “If you are afraid of the conse- 
iquences of telling the truth (about 
_ your history), then you should shut 
! up,” Cleaver said. 

In mid-April, students had the 
opportunity to hear Orange County 
i Chief Executive Officer William 
Popejoy give his thoughts on the 
Orange County bankruptcy. 

“The best thing to do is get out 
of this bankruptcy and put it 
behind us,” Popejoy told an audi- 
ence of 400. “A tax increase is the 
fairest way to raise revenue.” 

Popejoy, along with 18 others, 
have volunteered their time to get 
the county on a fiscal path to 
recovery. 

“My job is to get the county out 
of bankruptcy,” he said. 

Later in the semester, media 
coverage of the Vietnamese was 
the subject of discussion at the 


panel discussion, “The First 20 
years,” which recognized the 20th 
anniversary of Southeast Asians in 
Orange County. 

Journalists such as Seth Mydans 
of the New York Times recalled their 
experiences of covering the South- 
east Asian Community. 

“With the Vietnamese people, 
there is much contact,” Mydans said. 
“That’s why I got into this profes- 
sion.” 

Kari Rene Hall, an award-winning 
photographer for the Los Angeles 
Times was also involved in the sym- 
posium. She told of her experiences 
while spending 52 days in Site 2, a 
Cambodian refugee camp along the 
borders of Thailand and Vietnam. 

“Before I went, | wasn’t aware 
that there were over a quarter of a 
million people living behind barbed 
wire,” she said. “Nearly half of that 
population was under 10 years old.” 

After arriving in Vietnam, Hall 
found many people wanting to tell 
their stories. 

Most of these interviews, she said, 
ended with, “Please don’t forget us.”

He tells Macgregor that he will not be prosecuted if 
he testifies before a magistrate that a rival 
Lord is dishonest. 

Macgregor’s honor will not allow 
him to bear false witness against any 
man, He then becomes the target of 
the ruthless Lord's wrath. British 
Woops ire sent Out to capture Macgre- 
gor, The events that ensue make for a 
rip-roaring, exciting adventure. 

Macgregor’s character comes off 
more romantic and valiant than Robin 
Hood, or any other hero immortalized on the 
sidver sereen in recent years.
